as a stimulant to growth, considerable j 
opposition resulted in the beds of that j 
section being exempted from cutting. ;

Notwithstanding 
it, the kelp became diseased last sum- ] 
mer and immense quantities died and j 
were cast up on shore, doing nobody 
any good and creating a nuisance by 
their decomposition. 
Under the system of regulation de­ 
vised by the Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion whereby beds are closed accord­ 
ing to their need as shown by con­ 
stant supervision, and given a chance 
to restore themselves, much has been 
learned about kelp this last year. 
The state students find that the kelp 
not only restores itself in 60 to 90 
days, but makes a lustier, more rapid 
growth after cutting. 
It is also found 
th at cutting is the best cure for the 
disease to which kelp is subject as the 
uppermost fronds which receive the 
most light and heat are the chief suf­ 
ferers; and cutting operates exactly 
as pruning a grape vine does. 
With the war demand for potash, 
which is used largely in explosives, 
special importance is given to every 
possible source of supply, importation 
being impossible, and the kelp has 
been shown to carry it in big quan­ 
tities, having the power to separate it 
front the sea water and store it In 
stems and foliage. 
Thus tile kelp in­ 
dustry has assumed prime war-time 
importance, and the by-product of fer­ 
tilizer has been found to add to the 
humus content so sorely needed in 
most California soils.
